MARITIME INSTITUTE 
MINISTER ON IRISH NEEDS 


The almost complete 
knowledge shown by their people of 
the sea and all that pertains to it, 
was evident to those who travelled 
throughout the country, said Mr. 
Oscar Traynor, Minister for Defence, 
who formally epened the new  ilizes 
of the Maritime Institute of Ireland, at 
8 Merrion square, last night. Lord 
Glenavy, President of the Institute, 
was in the chair. : 
The explanation for this ignorance of 
maritime affairs was that with tle loss 
of Irish liberty went also the disappear- 
ance of Irish sailing vessels, and they 
found themselves dependent on foreign 
ships to MD requirements to 
their shores. ey were all convinced 
of the necessity that the nation should 
possess a fairly substantial mercantile 
service. The greatest difficulty was its 
maintenarice in peace-time, when com- 
petition for cargoes was so keen that 
ships might often be left lying idle in 
harbours for many months. 


Their neutrality might save them from 
the terrible results of actual war, but 
it could not rescue ‘them from the 
terrible privations which were almost 
sure to reach down to each one of them 
if the conflict was prolonged. Their 
farmers were their first line of defence 
against starvation; their sailors might 
easily become a second, and with the 
ships at their disposal fine work had 
already been accomplished. 

“I think ‘it not illogical to wonder 
if any nations of our size can ‘show’ 
reater aptitude for the sea,” said 
Colonel A. Lawlor, discussing the aims 
and objects of the Institute. The

Two Early Victories 


Written on the eve of America’s 
entry into active warfare, the profound 
historical importance of the book’s 
early chapters inevitably suffer from 
the reader’s anxiety to visualise the 
President against the background of 
Japanese threats. But, if Mr. John 
son’s mg, sso is at all to be trusted, 
the die between peace and war had 
been cast long before America’s zero- 
hour actually arrived. 

Twice at least before that fatefu 
hour Roosevelt had to face and solve 
problems that called for rare displays 
of personal courage; judgment and 
inflexible determination. He had faced 
and triumphed over the dire disablement 
of infantile paralysis, contracted as the 
result of overst-..in in his activities as 
Governor of New York State, ahd as 
Assistant Secretary of the Navy in 
President Wilson’s administration, De- 
— of by his doctors, and written 
off as a ‘‘ back-number’”’ by his polit’ 
cal opponents, Roosevelt declared :— 
“I will beat this thing.” At the 
end of seven years his victory was 
complete. 


The “ New Deal '' 


Then came 1932, the President's 
chair and the call to meet the crash. of 
America’s financial and industrial 
structure. ‘‘ The situation’? — says 
Mr. Johnson—‘‘ which Roosevelt faced 
on his Inauguration Day, called for a 
different t of courage—a type that 
is rarely, if ever, born in a man as 
physical bravery is. . . the courage 
that keeps a man steady as '~ faces 
threats of the ruin of his plans, the 
blasting of his hopés, the frustration of 
a whole life’s endeavour.’’ 

The story ot how Roosevelt met, and 
enabled the U.S.A. to survive, that 
period of economic paralysis is the story 
of the years during which the pro- 
tagonists of ‘‘ the New Deal ” success- 
fully countered one of the most bitter 
and uncompromising series of attacks 
ever launched in political history. 
“The titular: leader of a paralysed 
nation,” Roosevelt entered the Viguite 
House only to find himself, ‘ on*@he 
very day of his inauguration, heir to a 
banking system already reduced to 
rubble and ruin,” 

With the declaration that “ the only 
thing we have to fear is fear itself,’’ 
the new President achieved what Mr. 
Johnson describes as an immediate 
‘ psychological triumph ’’—the first of 
a series of victories won-during eight 
years of combat and two Presidential 
election campaigns. Of the incidents 
of those eight years of uncompromis- 
ing battle with the organised forces of 
vested interest and ingrained prejudice 
Mr. Johnson presents a series of deeply 
interesting and critical studies, in 
which there is no apparent effort made 
to gloss over, or ‘‘ whitewash,’’ the 
tactical errors of the President and his 
advisers.

Democratic Tests 


Throughout his analysis and com- 
ments Mr. Johnson—calling Jefferson, 
Jackson and Lincoln as his witnesses— 
applies two tests of fitness for the office 
of U.S.A. President. First, that regard. 
less of abstract moral issues, the can- 
didate should be capable of interpret: 
ing, and giving effect to, the popular 
will, Secondly, that he should be pre- 
pared to override Congress, and even 
the idolised Constitution itself, if he 
is convinced that the popular will can 
be moulded to sanction some desirable 
infringement of éonstitutional law and 
precedent.

| ] ERE are two books which cry 


aloud to be treated together; 
they both come from! the same 
ublisher, they are alike in binding and 
ormat, and they both deal with the 
same subject, travel; the chief 
difference lies in the fact that the 
are concerned with the opposite en 
of the earth. i 
Is is debatable whether travel books 
make desirable reading at the present 
time; to some readers they present a 
tantalising glimpse of forbidden fruit, 
to others they provide a ready means of 
escape from the troubles of the world. 
To a third class—among which number 
I be one—travel books are just as 
welcome now as ever they were; the 
war cannot prevent me from travelling 
now any more effectively that money— 
or the lack of it—put paid to my ambi- 
tions in other, happier times. 


Of the two books under review, the 
South Sea Diary undoubtedly will prove 
the more popular; for the average man 
—if such a creature exists—would 
enjoy sitting on the beach at Waikiki 
as much as he would hate clambering 
the higher reaches of K. 

They say that every man loves his 
own city best and Paris next; I 
think it is equally true that every man 
in his secret heart nourishes a dream 
of some hidden island in the Southern 
Seas, where, in his mind’s eye, he can 
see himself living a life of ease, like 
the lotus-eaters, stretched out on the 
golden sand beneath tropical 
and a tropical moon, listening to the 
music of the native guitars and the 
roar of the surf against the coral reef, 
It is a delectable picture, doubly 
attractive seen from the viewpoint of 
a drizzly Dublin spring, and, since 
the inception of the movies, it is ever- 
present in the minds of thousands of 
tinkers, tailors, soldiers, beggarmen, 
factory girls, school-girls and maids- 
of-all-work. i 

Mr. Powell’s ' South Sea Diary’ 
tells of such an existence, Mr, Powell 
is an Englishman who went to live in 
Tahiti, married an unusually intelligent 
native girl, and bought a coconut 
plantation; his diary, begun in 1912, 
is a simple, day-to-day account of his 
life there 7 

He paints a vivid picture of the 
background, not only the familiar, 
much-filmed, much-publicised Tahiti of 
coral reefs and coconut palms, but 
another, less familiar Tahiti, of white 
European roads and cinemas; he tells, 
too, of the seamier side of Tropical 
life, of the elephantiasis which neces- 
sitated his leaving Tahiti, and of his 
wife’s consumption, which made return 
equally vital for her sake. 

It is an excellent book, which will 
probably be almost as popular as it 
deserves to be.

The second book, “ High Conguest,"' 
will appeal only to a chosen few, the 
few who can understand why a man 
will willingly choose to spend his last, 
hours on earth with an oxygen 
respirator on his head, a pair 
of heavy climbing boots on 
his feet, and ice-axe in his hand, 
and a rope about his middle, struggling 
up the uppermost slopes of Nanga 
Parabat. here is no explanation of 
such ‘behaviour; either you understand 
and sympathise, or you do not, and, if 
you do not, this book will not hold 
the slightest interest for you. For 
those who are interested, ' High 
Conquest’ is an account of man’s 
various victories over the mountains 
“and the nigh places of the world. It 
is plentifully illustrated, and contains 
some pages of advice to the amateur 
climber. 

I do not enjoy this sort of book 
nearly as much as an eye-witness’s 
account of one particular climbing ex- 
pedition, but, in the enforced absence 
of such books, Mr. Ullman’s general 
summary makes inferesting weg.

Japan's Kampf. By daya

F the five great Powers involved 
in the present war, Japan is 
certainly that about which the 

ordin reader in this country knows 
least. By reading Mr, Deva’s book he 
will get a very vivid idea of the swift 
transition from a feudal island society 
to a mechanised imperialist state, a 
transition so swift that it has left no 
time for the liberal trappings that, for 
most of us, are the saving grace of 
western civilisation. But the reader 
probably will be bewildered by the 
succession of allusions to interpenetrat- 
ing and sometimes co-extensive politi- 
mi parties and industrial cartels, nor 
will the fact that the names are Japa- 
nese help him to place them in any 
recognisable scheme. 

He may derive comfort, however, 
from the author’s assurance—amply 
substantiated with examples—that the 
use of the term ‘‘moderate’’ in Japa- 
nese politics is hardly more than a 
courtesy title; that, in fact, there is 
little to choose between the rival par- 
ties of Nippon; that their différences 
are tactical rather than strategical, let 
alone’ideological. He may also be in- 
structed by Mr. Deva’s tracing of the 

rocess—particularly clear in Japanese 
bean y which democratic institu- 
tions are transformed into their oppo- 
sites, without violence or revolution.

The Poetic Faculty . 


So far, so good; but the third and 
final section, in which she endeavours 
to relate this, the common man’s 
exercise of the poetic faculty, to the 
poet’s exercise of it, and then to 
relate the poet's experience to religious 
experience, is not so satisfactory. 

er account of poetic experience is, 
she admits, inadequate. Worse than 
that, it is suspect.

Lost Fields. By Michael McLaverty.

R. McLAVERTY’S second novel

In these, and also in 
some of the events seen through the 
eyes of the young boy Peter (with 
whom a suppressed desire of the 
novelist’s to ‘dentify himself is some- 
times apparent), there is a poetic 
quality and an integrity of style that 
leads us to hope that in his next novel 
he will continue to exploit the vein 
which shows so little sign of sterility.
